I have received you? letter of March 39 and wish to express 
my thanks for your generous comments concerning my book, "Masters of 
Deceit." 

With respect to your inquiry, "Operation Abolition;"' is spon- 
sored and distributed by the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
and the FBI had no connection with its preparation. As a matter of policy, 
therefore, I am unable to make any comment concerning it. May I suggest 
you contact the Committee which is located in Boom 225, Old House Office 
Building, Washington 28, D. C, in connection with your desire for an 
evaluation of the film. 

It is my firm belief, however, that a broad knowledge of the 
communist conspiracy is essential if Americans are to effectively resist its 
influence. The FBI prepared a detailed account of the highly organized tactics 
employed by the Communist Party, USA, in the California demonstrations. I 
am enclosing a copy in order that you may have the full background in this 
matter. An analysis of this report Mil show its purpose was not to defend the 
activities of the House Committee nor does it east doubt on the motivation or 
loyalty of American youth. It is intended rather as urgent encouragement to 
young people to learn the true nature of this malevolent threat and, armed with 
that understanding, to resist being duped into unlawful or unthinking action. 
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Concerning your other question, the loose Committee 
lias as one of its primary responsibilities the recommendation of 
appropriate legislation relating to subversive activities to the Congress, 
and I have always felt the Committee makes a contribution in its public 
disclosure of the forces that menace the Patted States. Its efforts in 
behalf of oar country naturally represent the reason why the venom of 
the American communist has been directed against it and this has also 
been true with respect to the FBI. X am also forwarding some additional 
material which you may like to read.

OPERATION ABOLITION 

Operation Abolition, sounding mysteriously like a secret U. S. military operation is 
the title of a film being widely shown in the Southwest and in some other parts of the 
nation. It is presented as an authentic documentary of the student demonstrations occur- 
ring at the May 12-14, 1960 hearings of the House Committee on Un-American Activities in 
San Francisco. 

I have seen the film 3 times; once at the Ant i -Communism School in Los Angeles at the 
Biltmore Hotel, where it was introduced by Dr. Fred Schwarz, Director of the school and 
Executive of the Christian Ant i -Communism Crusade, who said the film had been criticized 
for showing some scenes out of sequence, but he would leave it to the viewers to determine . . 
the seriousness of the shocking situation of communist subversion the film revealed* (Re- 
cently, I saw it in Phoenix, where it was loaned by a member of the John Birch. Society who 
has 6 copies of the film.) 

Like other patriotic Americans viewing the film, I was sjiocked^at the apparently com- 
munist-led student demonstrations, the insolence and lack of respect for law and order, and 
the general disorder occurring at the hearings. Introduced by several members of the HUAC 
seated at their Washington D. C. desks with the American flag prominently displayed at their 
sides, the authenticity of the film was attested to by these distinguished representatives 
of Congress. They called attention to the shocking behaviour of the students about to be 
revealed, and to several well-known communists who would be shown directing the students. 
They said the Communist Party had planned this riot more than a year prior to the hearings. 
They said the film was made from the TV and news -media film coverage of the event. At the 
conclusion several more of the Committee members summed up by saying: "The HUAC has done more 
to preserve our civil liberties than any other group*' and implied that anyone critical" of the 
Committee was a communist or communist dupe. 

While the film was most convincing, there was a definite propagandists flavor to the 
film commentary, and having been a critic of the procedures and activities of the HUAC for 
many' years, I was disturbed by what appeared to be a one-sided narration of the film, and 
the lack of any credit line indicating who had written the narration and produced and spon- 
sored the production. 

WHAT IS THE TRUTH CONCERNING OPERATION ABOLITION? 

Subsequent investigation of what happened at the San Francisco hearings and a second 
viewing of the film revealed that Operation Abolition i s actually a fraud made doubly dan - 
gerous by the fact that it was deliberately perpetrated by an official government agency 
and given wide support by business, patriotic and religious groups. 

The Washington POST in an editorial on November 26th, called the film "a propaganda 
movie confected in large part by the HUAC and now given wide commercial distribution at $100 
a copy.' 1 The editorial says, the film presents (t a mendaciously distorted view of the dem- 
onstrations staged by a group of college students when the committee held hearings in San 
Francisco..." It continues: "This film warps the truth in two important respects. First, 
it suggests as its main thesis that the demonstrations were communist -inspired and communist-

l ed. Diligent inquiry hashed us to a con viction that this charge is wholly unjustif ied. 
The main body of students who picketed the Committee hearings in protest were inspired only 
by their own valid and thoroughly creditable indignation at the Committee's conduct; and they 
were led by fellow-students loyal to American ideals and acting in accordance with that 
loyalty."

^Second, the film attempts to represent the rioting which followed the student protest 
as resulting entirely from student violence and disorder. In point of fact, the San Fran- A 
cisco police acted with altogether needless brutalit y > turning fire hoses on students whose 
protests were not flagrantly unruly.*' 

In the November 24th issue of the Reporter, Paul Jacobs, a respected West Coast newsman, 
.explains how the distortion was accomplished: "Both the narration and the way the film clips 
were edited deliberately distort a number of facts. For example, separate sequences have 
been run together to give the impression of mob action, and the film shows students display- 
ing defiance after police warnings, although actually the demonstrations occurred at a 
completely different time... After the riots were over the Sheriff of San Francisco County 
said: 'There was no act of physical aggression on the part of the students'." 

£ The Washington Post further indicated the film was made up of newsreel shots sub- 
Tpoenaed by the HUAC and edited by members of its staff who also supplied a highly loaded 
Overrunning commentary. The film was made an official House document and advertised by the 
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*vy Committee in a special publication. The article continues: "In every respect -- in its 
## distribution for private profit , in its falsification of facts, in its whitewashing of the 
Pyr HUAC -- this film makes a dirty joke of the congressional investigating po wer." In com- 
(/ , menting on the Department of Health, Education and Welfare' s purchase of the film to show . 
to its employees, the POST says: "It is still more disquieting to suppose. . .that the 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare shows this film in order to promote national 
security. For the aim and impact of the film is to discourage dissent. Student protests 
against the HUAC may be a threat to the Committee: but they are not a threat to the Nation. 
On the contrary, they are a heartening symptom of reviving national health ." 

Herb Caen, columnist for the San Francisco Sunday Chronicle, wrote November 20th, 
criticizing the HUAC's seizure of the TV cameramen's films free and then turning them over 
in distorted form to a commercial firm to produce them for profit with the blessings of 
, the Committee. . He cites one false section of the commentary, narrated by Fulton Lewis 1 
VJII i as follows: "Among the communist leaders who had an active part in the San Francisco 
& Abolitionists' campaign and. the protest demonstrations were Harry Bridges , who you see 
^ N here being escorted out of the City Hall by police officials moments before the rioting 
Sf ^ broke out," Caen continues, t; Now, the Committee knows perfectly well that at the time 
^ ^} the rioting brok e out Bridges was eating lunch at Oreste's: by the time he got to the City 
' tx Hall the only action taking place was provided by a janitorial crew mopping up the water 
* sprayed on the demonstrators -- who were already dispersed or on their way to jail. Of 
course, in this connection it should be noted that Mil 1 -iaTn^wheeler. the HUAC's chief West 
Coast investigator, has stipulated (not as a part of the movie) that the film contains \ 
distortions ., " The Caen column sums up, "what I object to most heartily is the attempt of £ C/ 
I the Commit tee^_to sme ar the students present as 'communist stooges- . There is no more ^ ft 
* •• effective way of enforcing conformity and instilling fear } as the lat e Joe McCarthy was * ft 
quick to find out." 

Coast Federal Savings is one of the Los Angeles firms which sponsors showings of this 
film and sends with it "one of a number of employees "trained to answer questions." In a 
throw-away sheet distributed to viewers, written by seven Bay Area Baptist Ministers , it 
says: "We are at a loss to understand how-cl er gymen , ^ such a s Bi shop James Pike , c oul d 
give any aid and comfort to this lawless kind of activity by statements deriding the 
Committee, and by allowing his assistant pastor to address one of their despicable rallies." 
At the bottom of the page it says "(Furnished as a public service by Coast Federal Savings, 
Joe Crail, President .)". In answer to a question put to th e Coast Federal employee » she 
said, "the HUAC knows the names of over 600 Protestant clergymen who are communists". When 
J asked for documentation of this statistic, she replied that she didn't have it with her, 
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but it was in one of her "instruction manuals 11 back at her office. 

J . EDGAR HOOVER f S REPORT 

J.. Edgar Hoovers report on the San Francisco riots is told in the HUAC pamphlet, 
"Communist Target --Youth". He tells of communist infiltration in other countries and in- 
dicates that in 1959 the Communist P arty, USA, launjghed a major campaign with youth as its 
target. His account of the background of the San Francisco hearings of the HUAC is very 



revealing: 



"An HCUA inquiry into communist activities of educators in northern California 
originally had been scheduled to be held in June 1959. At that time, widespread .# * 
opposition to those proposed hearings developed among teachers 1 groups, church &^° 
organizat ions, civil liberties group s, and a few newspapers in the San Francisco^ ^ 
area. Student groups to protest the hearings were organized at most of the 
colleges and universities in the area." 

"Subsequent cancellation of the proposed 1959 hearings left many of these groups 
and organizations inactive but intact. As a result, when the May 1960 hearings 
were announced, it required little effort to reactivate these opposition groups, 
despite the fact that the current hearings were not to be directed at communist 
activity in the education field. After the proposed 1959 hearings had been can- 
celed, the HCUA turned over its files on these individuals to the California At - 
torney General 's office and to th e scho ol boards of the teachers involved for an y 
necessary action." 

He does not mention that on the basis of the unvp.r i f LeiLJjif_oxm^Jjir i the HUAC turned' 
over to the school boards, many teachers were subjected to vilification by school boards 
and uncritical disciples of the HUAC. This action of the. HUAC gave all. the more reason 
for outrage on the part of students, teachers and church groups, and also more fodder for 
the communist front groups to stir up their usual propaganda and exploit; another obvious 
injustice and non -iudicial_ p roce dure of the HUAC . 



Hoover relates the activity of the. 



stir up students concerning the com- 
a/ ing May 12-14 hearings - - all no doubt true! He does not indicate the equally intensive, 
sincere and justified activity o f non-communist church, labor, student, and other grou ps %C 
concerned with civil liberties to present a nop -violent, "orderly demonstration against 
the improper tactics of the HUAC. Hoover's report makes it apparent that the HUAC knew 
exactly what the communists were doing and what would result from the May hearings. His 
account of what did happen is titled: " The Inevitable Happened" , 

Why then did the HUAC subpoena for this hearing a group of widely known, hard-core 
communists whose records were fully documented by the FBI and the HUAC? Did they really 
expect these "witnesses" to give the Committee any additional information when at all 
previous hearings these same people invoked the 5th Amendment and refused to testify? Or 
were they just staging another of their "road-show" dramas? (For the account of another 
road-show drama, see the N.Y. Herald Tribune Editorial on the last page.) Did the Com- 
mittee deliberately set the stage for a riot which would smear a host of non -communist stu- 
dents they knew would protest these hearings, and enable the HUAC to create hysteria by 
propagandizing falsely the extent of communist activity to enhance the status of the Com- 
mittee which has been under attack by many responsible non -communists? .--• - 

While J. E. Hoover supports^ the HUAC in his. r.epArt, he is much more factual than is 
the film, Operation Abolition. He admits the incident was of great benefit to the Com- 
munist Party, saying: 

"While it must be granted that the S. F. riot at the HCUA hearings was the 
best thing "that "had happened for the benefit of the Communist Party in years, 
Americans, too, can benefit from this display of communist strategy and 
tactics." 
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He indicates the wel%^known conspiratorial nature of the Communist Party, but adds, 



"The overwhelming majority of our Nation's youth has demonstrated that it 
deserves our confidence and support. It has shown an increasing awareness 
of and interest in both national and international affairs, including a 
penetrating and analytical approach to the false appeals of communism. With 
our wholehearted support and guidance, the youth of this Nation will meet the 
challenge which communism hurls at us -- both today and in the years to come-- 
defending, preserving, and expanding throughout the world the heritage of free- 
men which we enjoy today," 

SUMMARY OF DISTORTION 

1. This propaganda -film was made by carefully editing and selecting parts of news films, 
shown in a rigged sequence to distort the facts . Since the films were subpoenaed by the 
HUAC before they could be shown by the news media * a true and objective presentation has 
not yet been shown. This distorted version was made without the knowledge or permission 
of the owners, KPIX-TV and KRON-TV. 

2. No credits are given indicating who is responsible for editing, narrating, or producing 
the film. 



3. The film fails to tell us that the protest against the Committee was endorsed or ac- 
tively supported by well-known, responsible, anti -communist groups. 

(For example: Religious Groups such- as the Episcopal Diocese of- California ^ San 
Francisco Society of Friends, Berkeley YWCA , the Northern California Board of Rabbis^ etc .. ; 
ijf Organized Labor, such as the San Fra ncisco Building Trades Council AFL-CIO, , Cen tral Labo r, 
Council of San Francisco ; Educators "including over 700 faculty members of Stanford nniwr.* 
sity. University of California at Berkeley, San F rancisco State College and San Jose State 
College ; and such individuals as Bishop James Pik e and Stat e Assemblymen John O'Connel l and 
Phillip Burto n). 

Students from religious groups wore arm-bands to distinguish them from other groups 
which they felt might be less responsible in their actions. (One arm band seemed to be 
in evi dence in Opera t ion Abolition ) . ^ - — 



4. Although the hearings were announced a s-"public" v no notice had been given to the pub- 
lic that passes- (l QO~whi.te-~cards a.dmitting^up-.„to-..6,.p.er.s.ons^e.ac.h,.:.f.or....a.,.room seating 400) 
would be necessary or available. The hearing rooms were well. filled by people with the 
100 white cards issued in advance t o organizations favored by the Committee , at the expense 
of indivichicrls who waited patiently in line for admittance. The rigging of the seating 
was so clearly unfair (which was one of the main reasons for the impatience and vocal op- 
position on the part of the demonstrators) that S an Francisco County Sheriff Matthew Car - 
be rry agreed to intervene on behalf of the public and attempted to change the "white rard" 
discrimination. William Wheeler, West Coast investigator and spokesman of the HUA C admitted 
to the white card discrimination on the Go odwin Knight Show, KCOP-TV, Los Angeles. „ 

5. The film fails to tell us about or to show police brutality, such incidents being car e- 
fully deletedt Observed New York POST correspondent Mel Wax, "Never in 20 years as a re- 
porter have I seen such brutality". Police hurled women down the staircase. One woman was 
dragged through glass from a broken door pane. San Francisco CHRONICLE reporter George 
Draper wrote: "One plump girl was shoved from the top of the stairs and tumbled and slip- 
ped down two flights to land like a bundle of clothing at the bottom". Two policemen grab-' 
bed a thin boy. A third officer clubbed him three times and with the last blow he went 
limp. Said Draper, "You could hear the hollow smack of the club striking... Police were 
now clubbing demonstrators at will 5 '. (San Francisco Chronicle , May 14, 1960). 

The film \attempts to convince us that only the. " communist and pro -communist" press 
asserted police brutality and that this assertion was untrue . This is but one more of the 
film's purposeful d istortions . In fact, such publications as the San Francisco CHRONICLE, 
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the New York TI MES, FRONTIER. THE CALIFORNIAN, and the Oakland TRIBUNE repor ted that the 
police action was unduly brutal. This is hardly a list of communist or pro -communist 
publications. 

6. The film fails to tell the truth about student behavior. The film commentator asks 
us to believe that students were violent, that they induced a stroke in a 61 year old 
policeman by knocking him down and. that they invited the fire hoses b y charging the barrio 
c ade and by attacking another policeman and striking him with his billv . No witnesses 
have been produced who can verify these charges, and the film does not show these events. 
One student was held for trial on a charge of violence . 

The film asserts that "four students suffered minor injuries, eight policeme n 
are injure d to the point where they require hospitalization" . The San Francisco news- 
papers reported that one student suffered a ruptured eardrum, two he ad injuries requiring 
several stitches, one girl's tooth was knocked out, one m an's back was injured to the 
point where an operation is necessary. The injuries to the police are as follows: two 
heart attacks and one stroke (possibly attesting more to the physical condition of the 
police rather than to the "violence 11 of the students) , one bump on the head, one bitten 
thumb, and one wrenched back . 

6A. J. E. Hoover reports that Judge Axelrofi. dismissed riot charges against 62 of the per- 
sons arrested. (He does not mention that only 1 student was held for trial.) He does say 
the judge pointed out that there were ample grounds for conviction in the cases involving 
the 62 defendants but that he did not want them to be stigmatized by a conviction. 58 
defendants signed a statement which read in part: 

"Nobody incited us, nobody miguided us. We were led by our own convictions 
and we will. stand firmly by them." 

In addition to censoring these young people, the Judge said: 

"The defendants "for the most part are clean-cut American college 
students who will within the next few years enter into the business 
and professional worlds, and many of them I am sure will become 
leaders in their respective fields. I am convinced that they are 
not engaged in subversive activities nor "in -"spreading subversive 
propaganda". - ~ ; „ _;„ : ^ _ . _ — .,„.. 

7.. The film does not show us what really went on inside the hearing room. The film 
does show the squelched attempts of dissenting witnesses.. to read their statements. It 
does not show the freedom granted to "friendly" witnesses to read theirs--a typical pro- 
cedure of the HUAC, 

It does not inform us that the sound-track which accompanies the film which was shot 
inside the hearing room during the demonstrations of the subpoenaed persons was a com- 
posite track made up of several tapes taken both inside and outside the hearing room. The 
distortion- here is so great that even at one's first viewing of the film, one wonders why 
the chairman of the Committee allowed the hearing to proceed amid such a din of shouting, 
singing and chanting. The fact is, the distortion was created by combining outside shout- 
ing and chanting with the tapes of the noise inside the hearing room. 

OUR OPINION 

It is not necessary to inform our regular readers that the editor of the STIMULATOR 
is vigorously opposed to communism and has a consistent record of fighting communist 
efforts at infiltration into legitimate social action groups. But since we have been 
deluged with orders for this issue, it has been enlarged and reprinted, and will be read 
by many outside our regular mailing list. Therefore, I want to make explicit my position 
and that of our Congregational Social Action Department. We are unalterably opposed to 
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communism as an atheisticy^totalitarian political movement, entirely unethic al in its 
methods. It seeks to Sovietize the world and to distort every social evil in the USA and 
whitewash every evil in Soviet lands. It changes its party line all over the world every 
time Moscow shifts its policies. It tries to exploit for its own devious propaganda pur- 
poses al l social injustices --rather than seeking to correct them . While it never ceases 
to try to infiltrate and pervert legitimate group s concerned with the same injustices, and 
has sought respectability by seeking to involve responsible people in its front groups, it 
has failed to fool more than a mere handful of naive people during recen t years. (a^-VtoC 

In spite of this fact, some irresponsible individuals and groups (including some 
theological fundamentalists and extremely right-wing political conservatives and the HUAC) 
continue to malign, smear and falsely charge theological and social liberals with the 
dread labels: "communists, dupes, fellow-travelers 11 . They use every opportunity to pro- 
pagandize the false impression that communists ha ve successfully infiltrated our churches , 
legislatures, labor u nions, the State Dept. and the court s. Nothing could be farther from 
"the truth. The HuAC is largely responsible for promulgating such irresponsible charges 
by releasing on its official stationery the malicious gossip in its unverified files, giv- 
ing it a seeming authenticity it does not deserve. 

We believe that Congress should investigate communist activity and provide necessary 
legislation to control it. We believe, however, that the FBI already has the situation 
well in hand. We believe the HUAC, as constituted since its inception, has used the very 
methods of the communists to deceive, distort and smear, and through such methods violates 
the very guarantees of freedom which make this country unique and the strongest bulwark 
against communist advance today. 

We believe the distorted film, Operation Abolition, is typical of the HUAC's regular 
tactics. The film presents a totally one-sided propaganda version of the S. F* hearings* 
It makes no attempt whatsoever to mention the views of the students, the responsible 
critics of the Committee, the reliable reports of newsmen (except to say that "only the 
communist press charged police brutality"), reveals nothing about how the films were sub- 
poenaed before they could be shown unedited by their T.V. owners, contains no credit line 
concerning who produced, edited or narrated the film, nor does it attempt to protect in 
any way the reputations of the thousands of students who were in no way participants in 
even the alleged violence, but were simply present in silent protest and as non-violent, 
law-abiding demonstrato rs against the HUAC. In fact, the film implies that all the stu- 
dents were communist dupe£ and labels all critics of the Committee as "toying with treason", 

We agree with J. E. Hoover that the San Francisco hearings were "the best thing that

We are opposed, like most patriotic Americans, to willful distortion and false pro- 
paganda whether produced by and for the benefit of the communists, a government committee 
or a church group. We seek the truth and believe that in any ethical pursuit, the means 
to an end must be consistent with the ends we seek. 

N.C.C. RECOMMENDS END TO ABUSES 

The September, 1960 issue of Social Action magazin e contains a fine article by 
Clau d D. Nelson, consultant, National Conference of Christians and J ews and formerly 
ExecTDir., Dept. of Religious Liberty, National Council of Churche s on "The Future of 
the Un-American Activities Committee." He cites the history of the committee and its 
work, its powers, its un-verified files, its unfair procedures, and gives a careful evalu- 
ation of its record--both constructive and destructive* He details the rebuke of the 
C ommittee by the Supreme Court in the Watkins cas e in which the majority opinion was 
written by Chief Justice Earl Warren . He discusses the 'various proposals for abolition, 
for reconstitution and for reform. He citep the abuses of the HUAC listed by the Asso- 
ciation of the Bar of the City of New York, and the Committee on the Maintenance of , 
American Freedom of the National Council of Churches. 
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On March 17, 1954 the CMAF of the NCC recommended reforms thai/ would provide protection 
from these abuses: 

1. The stigmatizing of individuals and organizations on the basis of unsupported accusations 
and casual associations, 

2. The forcing of citizens, under pretext of investigation of subversive activities, to testify 
concerning their personal economic and political\ beliefs. 

3. The functioning of Congressional Committees as legislative courts to determine the guilt or 
innocence of individuals. 

4. The denying to "witnesses'* opportunity to bring out material ifavorable to their side of the 
case through questions by witnesses on ..counsel and opportunity to test the validity of accu- 
sations through cross-examination of accusers. 

5. The permitting to a Committee member or counsel the reading into the record against a "wit- 
ness" of defamatory material and charges without requiring the accuser personally to confront 
the accused. 

6. The usurping by Congressional Committees of powers not granted to Congress by the Constitu- 
tion and their failing to concentrate on their primary task of collecting information for 
purposes of new legislation. 

7. The scheduling of hearings, subpoenaing of witnesses and evaluating of their testimony by 
Chairmen of Committees without the concurrence of, or consultation with, their fellow Com- 
mittee members. 

8. The releasing from the files of a Congressional Committee of so-called "information" consist- 
ing of unverified and unevaluated data in such a way that the Committee can be used to help 
spread and give credence to malicious gossip. 

Summing up, the Social Action article indicates the Responsibility of Churches. It says- 
"Churchmen can help Congress become aware of the need for amending its investigative procedures 
through a variety of means: disseminating of information through the press, through personal 
conversation, letters to Congressmen and petitions to Congress. To neglect this task is to ac- 
quiesce in the undermining of due process, freedom of speech, and freedom of association. It is 
to accept government by innuendo and intimidation.

Just as the Senate had ultimately to take responsibility for the outrages committed in its name by the late 
Senator McCarthy, so the House is responsible for the actions of Representative Walter's Un-American Activities 
Committee. 

This is the fundamental point, as we see it, of Representative Tames Roosevelt's massive attack on the 
committee in a House speech a few days ago, reinforced by the Amexican, Civil Liberties Union's decision a t its recent 
biennial conference in Chicago fo r a "maximum effort" to abolish i t. Fortified by ample appropriations almost auto- 
matically renewed each year by the House, the committee pursues its heresy hunt, endangering constitutional guarantees 
in the process, weakening at home and abroad America's reputation as the land of the free — and all to what avail? 

If the security of this nation were dependent on the kind of exposure for exposure's sake that the committee 
has repeatedly indulged in, whether investigating actors in New York or school teachers in California, then our country 
would really be in a dangerous condition.

Their investigations into Congressional spending peccadilloes have led reporters Qon Oberdp r fer and Walter 
Pincus into some strange activities of the House Un-American Activities Committee, which has an "investigative" fund 
this year of $327,000. 

Winding up their copyrighted series in the Knight newspapers, the two reporters described the many appear- 
ances at committee hearings of on e Irving Fishman ; deputy collector of customs at the Port of New York. No less than 
ten times Mr. Fishman was carted, at public expense, to hearings in various cities around the country.

Its founder and President is Robert Welch, formerly vice~president of his brother's candy 
manufacturing firm in Kansas. He left the company in 1956 to give full time to fighting 
communism.

The article further says that in the Politician, 
Welch charged that President's brother, Milton, is the President's superior in the Communist 
party and that a dozen highly placed government men are either outright Communists or tools

In THE BLUE BOOK of the John Birch Society, available to all members at $2.00 , Welch 
says.: "the form of government is not nearly so important as its quality", and later says, 
"And democracy, of course, in government or organization, as the Greeks and Romans both found 
^ out,.. is merely a deceptive phrase, a weapon of demagoguery, and a perennial fraud." The 
* Chicago Daily News, July 25, 1960 said the Society had members in every state and active chap- 
tersin half the states with ten chapters in the Chicago area ,, 

The following quotations of the handbook of the John Birch Society will give you some 
idea of the flavor of this organization: 

"the social gospel becomes in fact indistinguishable from advocacy of the welfare state by 
socialist politicians. And some actually use their pulpits to preach outright Communism, 
often in very thin disguises if any, while having the hypocrisy as athiests to thank God in 
public for their progressive apostasy." 

"If and when we can reach the point of turning just the American government from actively 
helping the Communist conspiracy everywhere in the world, we shall have won a most important 
battle in the war ahead." 

"We would do everything we could to support, maintain, increase the number of stations used, 
and widen the audience of, such radio programs as those of Fulton Lewis , Clarence Man ion } 
and others." 
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"The most effective fronts, on either side, are ad hoc committees, aimed to establish, or at 
least publicize, one particular purpose. Let me (suggest a few examples: 1) Committee for 
withdrawal of recognition from Russia, 2) Committee to protest the firing of Medford Evans, 
3) Committee for the Forty-eight states, a petition to impeach Supreme Court Justice Earl 
Warren, 4) Committee to investigate Communist influences at Vassar College, 5) Women against 
Labor Union Hoodlumism." 

"Another thing we should do, and one badly needed, would be to start shocking the American 
public. The best way to do this is by exposure, which is why the Communists just had to g et 
rid of McCarth y, and went to such extreme lengths to do so." 

"Then we would run a magazine article consisting entirely of questions to this man (referring 
to organizing hecklers at meetings where liberal speakers appeared) which would be devasta- 
ting in their implications. Th e question techniqu e, when skillfully used in this way, is 
mean and dirty. But the Commun ists we are after are meaner and dirtier , and too slippery for 
you to put your finger on them in the ordinary way-no matter how much they look and act like 
prosperous members of the local Rotary Club." 

"We must face the fact that our courts have by no means been immune to communist infiltration 
either. " 

"We simply are not going to be able to save our country from either the immediate threat of 
communism or the long-range threat of socialism by organizational leadership only....

He is one of the ablest, shrewdest, most disingenuous, slipperiest politicians that 
ever showed up on the American scene. ...He can use the tremendously overrated and over pub- 
licized but actually highly cautious part he played in the Alger Hiss exposure , to hand on 
to the hopeful loyalty of the. vigorous anti-communists, at the very time when he is insinua- 
ting himself into the good graces of the left by quietly knifing McCarthy. 

"Re:Nelson R.ockerfeller: "He is definitely committed to trying to make the U.S. a part 
of a one-world socialist government. 11 

"A Republican form of government or of organization has many attractions and advantages under 
certain favorable conditions. But under less happy circumstances it lends itself too readily 
to infiltration, to distortion and disruption. And Democracy, of course, in government or 
organization is merely a deceptive phrase, a weapon of demagoguery and perennial fraud." 

"The John Birch Society will operate under completely authoritative control at all levels. 
The fear of tyrannical oppressions of individuals, and other arguments against the authorita- 
tive structure in the form of governments, have little bearing on the case of a voluntary 
association, where the authoritative power can be exercised and enforced only by persuasion. 
We mean business every step of the way. There are many reasons why in the fight immediately 
ahead we cannot stop for parliamentary procedures or a lot of arguments among ourselves. 
Actually, we are going to cut through the red tape and parliamentary briar patches and road 
blocks of confused purpose with direct authority at every turn whenever and where ever, either 
through infiltration by the enemy or honest differences of opinion, the loyalty to the organi- 
zation or to the leader ceases to be sufficient to keep some fragment inline, we are not going 
to be in the position of having the Society's work weakened by raging debates. ...We can allow 
for differences of opinion. But whenever differences of opinion become translated into a lack 
of loyal support, we shall have short cuts for eliminating both without going through any con- 
gress or so-called democratic processes."

Currently going the rounds of 
civic clubs and .church groups in 
Wicftita is a JWm strip , "Communi sm 
on the Map.'- Narrated by Dr. Georg e 
S. Benson, president of Harding CnL 
l egfl of Searcy, Ark , the film de- 
scribed the advance of .Soviet ty- 
ranny. 

It ends on a stirring note, after 
statfng that one billion persons are 
under Communist rule and another 
billion partly so, and showing broad, 
threatening arrows encircling the 
United States. This is developed from 
the Leninist plan of conquest of east- 
ern Europe first, then Asia, then 
America. T he viewers are aroused 
emotionally to "do something" abou t 
jiighting communism. * " 

The worfti wid^~CornMiTnisr~c:on^" 
splracy is a threat to the U.S.— a 
dire threat — and much in this film 
is true and accurate. Because of this, 
some viewers may overlook the film's 
weaknesses. One is the lack of docu- 
mentation. 

IT BEGINS by, offering facts of 
which there is no doubt, about the 
j briital Red takeover of the present 
I provinces of the Soviet Union, the 
J Baltic states, the eastern European 
\ countries such as Czechoslovakia and 
j Poland, then China and Tibet, But 
when ft gets beyond that the facts 
I become less precise. 
^- To talk of Communists about to 
take control of countries like India, 
GAnada, West Germany, France, 
Italy, Mexico, Britain, Scandinavia, 
Gteece and others is to be on much 
A lejss solid ground. Part of this stems 
Yi from equating socialism with com- 
mintem— despite the historical fact 
that Socialist parties (much though 
wii teject their ideas) have been the 
Cpnroumsts' most bitter enemies in 
moit nations. Socialism is not neces- 
sarily the first step to communism— 
in Act in many countries it is the 
ma jor bulwark against the Reds and 
the Only democratic alternative. 

The second major weakness is 
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the failure of the film's producers to 
tell the whole story. All has not gone 
against the free world in the past 
decade ; much has been done to block 
the Red threat. 

The victories of the free world 
in the United Nations; the ousting of 
the only Red regime ever elected by 
the people (in Kerala, India); the 
stemming of Red threats against 
Greece and Turkey by the Truman 
Doctrine ; thpj rescue of Western Eu- 
rope, by the Marshall Plan, from the 
abyss of economic despair (which 
would have brought about commu- 
nism).; the prevention of conquest of 
South Korea by Red troops; the 
blocking of Soviet efforts to move 
into the Congo (by a 70-to-0 U.N. 
"Vf>te-H-the-eooper-at-ive-e-ffo-rt-by-.-the. 
Organization s of American States 
(with all Latin nations supporting 
it) to quarantine Cuba ; the success 
of NATO and other defensive pact^

Father Gustafson points out that Hitler, ^an 
anti-Communist, called his system "national 
socialism."

j "One must oppose it intelligently and posi-

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The Wrong Enemy 



In each period of war or serious 
international tension, some Amer- 
icans have let their emotions get 
out of control, and have done some 
things in the name of patriotism 
that they and the country re- ' 
gretted later. 

During World war I, people 
with German names were ostra- 
cized and taunted by "patriots" 
who couldn't distinguish between 
the enemy in Europe and perfectly 
innocent and loyal Americans of 
German extraction. Hamburger 
sandwiches became disloyal; they 
had to be called "Liberty sand- 
wiches;" orchestras couldn't play 
music by Beethoven and Bach, be- 
cause they were Germans. 
■° Well, we were all a bit ashamed 
afterward, so during World war II 
we didn't go around suspecting- the 
Schmidts and banning- Bach, but 
with Japan as a new enemy, some 
Americans felt it was patriotic to 
beat up Japanese they encountered 
in the United States. Some of the 
victims turned out to be Chinese 
or Filipinos — the misguided "pa- 
triots" didn't distinguish very 
clearly between real and imaginary 
enemies. Even our government 
was guilty of what it acknowledged 
later was an unconstitutional in- 
vasion of rights when it moved 
Japanese-Americans into relocation 
camps. 

'•* Now we're in a cold war, and 
the enemy is a particularly exas- 
perating one, because it's not only 
a ^ group of countries, headed by 
the Soviet Union, but- it's also an 
ideology, communism. Some of our 
own native !bprn American citizens, 
Unfortunately, are loyal to the 
enemy and not to their own coun- 
try. Some of them are open about 
it; some are secretive. 

I But again we have the problem 
of some misguided Americans who 
cannot distinguish between the 
real and imaginary enemies, de- 
nouncing those they think must be 
Communists or their tools. 

Just as we once had people who 
thought that "anyone with a Ger- 
man accent must be an enemy" or 
''anyone with slant eyes must be 
an enemy," we have people who 
are convinced that anyone who 
holds certain beliefs must be a 
Communist or "is doing the Com- 
munists' work for them." 

? Christian clergymen who con- 
cern themselves with social prob- 
lems find themselves under attack. 
There is, for instance, the charge 
by extremists that the churches 
have been infiltrated by Commu- 
nists. (This is answered by FBI 
Chief Inspector William C. Sulli- 
van : f "But— this, is ^u-patent^false;-^ 
hood. The trutbr of the matter isi 
■^ ■ ' - ■ "' ' ' ' A - 



that the Communist party has not 
achieved any substantial success 
in exerting domination, control or, 
influence over American clergy 
men or religious institutions on 
national scale . . . There can be n 
question as to the loyalty of thi 
overwhelming majority of the 
American clergy to the nation, and 
the fact that they have been among 
the most consistent and vigorous 
opponents of communism." 

Those who believe in public 
power (a native American insti- 
tution since long before the Rus- 
sian revolution), or in desegrega- 
tion, or in the social security 
approach to the problem of medical 
care for the aged, or in othff 
"liberal" programs, are likely J J 
find themselves under attack. ?t| 
The Communists are for, or say 
they're for, a number of good 
things: peace, civil rights, an end 
to poverty, an end to racial dis- 
crimination, etc. (Their perform- 
ance where they're in power shows 
they aren't really for these things) . 
Now we have "anti-Communist" 
speakers telling us it's all right for 
Americans to be -for some of these 
things, but let any American be 
for more, than three— or five — or 
seven of these things, and he's tof 
be \su spec ted. I 

Just as we had the misguided! 
would-be patriots who couldn't telr 
a Chinese from a Japanese, we have 
those now who lump "liberal, left- 
wing, socialist and Communist" to- 
gether as being essentially the 
same thing. Or we have the 
speaker who told the. Democratic 
club : 

"We have in the Democratic 
party a breed of liberalism so much 
like Communism you can't tellf I 
where one begins and the otheil 
leaves off." . I 

The effect of all this is to make* 
people hesitant to express ideas 
that don't please the ultra-con- 
servatives. When this happens, 
we've diluted one of the basic ele- 
ments of the American way of life : 
freedom of thought, speech and 
press. Another effect is to hamper 
our government in its efforts to 
meet serious world and national 
problems. 

We're not proposing that the 
ultra-conservatives or the ultra- 
liberals be muzzled. Free speech 
belongs to everyone, rich, poor, 
fool, wise man, knave and saint. 
For our Anglo-Saxon tradition, em- 
bodied in the Magna Charta and 
the U. S. constitution, is that when 
all ideas, true and false, are offered 
freely, we'll choose the true and 
the good. Let's not go around 
de nouncing as? disloyal^ those who 
offer ideas we don't agree wiTfTT^"
